Processing packets were mailed January 14, 2003. They must be returned no 
later than February 3, 2003. LEAs must return the survey even if you choose not 
to participate in the Processing Program. 


CATFISH NUGGETS 


On December 6, 2002, the Agricultural Marketing Service (AMS) announced a 
hold and planned a re-inspection of catfish nuggets that had been distributed to 
LEAs. Upon completion of the re-inspection, the product was found to be within 
specification limits for bone content. This product; however, is not recommended 
for service to young children due to bone content and is to be removed from 
schools. 


LEAs may dispose of these catfish nuggets in one of two ways: re-donate the 
product to charitable institutions that do not serve children or destroy product on- 
site. Those LEAs that received the catfish nuggets must notify our office by 
February 14, 2003, how many cases were re-donated or destroyed. 


Please note that there have been no problems noted concerning bone content of the 
catfish strips.
